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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The number of claims in this application was 36 and as a result of this 
amendment 24 claims remain in the application. 

Drawings 

The Examiner has identified errors in reference numerals, in Figure 13 and 
has requested a new corrected drawing sheet under 37 CFR 1.21(d). The errors have been 
corrected in the replacement sheet of drawings including Figures 11-13. A copy of the ^ 
annotated sheet of drawings showing changes in red is also submitted. 

Claim Rejections 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-5, 11-17 and 27 - 36 under 35 USC 
102(b) and/or 35 USC 103(a) on the grounds of anticipation or obviousness in view of 
various cited prior art documents. 

The Examiner has also objected to claims 6 - 10 as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but has indicated the allowability thereof if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 6 has been rewritten in independent form including all features of 
claims 1, 3 and 5. Therefore, the Examiner's objection to claims 6-10 are transversed. 

Claims 1, 3 and 5 have been cancelled without prejudice. 

Claims 2, 4 - 5, and 11-15 have been amended to depend directly from 
amended independent claim 6, and stand together with amended claim 6 for patentability. 
Therefore, the Examiner's rejection of claims 1-5 and 1 1 - 1 5 is traversed. 

Claims 16 and 17 depend directly from amended claim 15 which depends 
directly from amended claim 6, therefore claims 16 and 17 are allowable as is their base 
claim (amended claim 6). 

Claims 27 - 36 have been cancelled without prejudice. Therefore, the 
Examiner's rejection of claims 27 — 36 is traversed.
